The promoter had advised the 
doctor that he didn’t need to be at the 
track until 1 due to the muddy track, so 
the doctor arrived at 1:30. As he walked 
across the track to the infield he

By the time the last Junior crossed 
the finish line on his time trials the first 
Expert heat was lined up and ready to 
go. Rice jumped into the lead on the 
first lap, taking the high line around the 
track. This was one time that you could 
ride anywhere on the track, it was the 
same whether you were down low or up 
high; it was bad everywhere. 

Rice had no problem picking up the 
win with Terry Dorsch second and Mark 
Williams third. These three riders 
transferred into the National. The 
second heat was a three way battle 
between John Weaver, Seale and Bart 
Markel. Weaver stayed out in front most 
of the time as Markel would ride high 
one lap and move into a close second, 
then he would ride low for a lap and 
drop back to fourth. 

At one time Dick Mann moved into 
third but eventually dropped back to 
fourth. Weaver held his first place for 
the final laps and at the checkers Seale 
finished second and Markel third. 


The third heat was a tight battle 
between the Team Mexican Dave 
Aldana and Gene Romero, Aldana 
stayed in close to the inside fence and 
picked up the win with Romero a close 
second and John Hateley third. 

As soon as the Expert heats were 
over, the Juniors were ready to go. 

Kenny Roberts made short work of 
the first heat leading from start ‘to 
finish; Carl “Frenchie” LeBlanc won the 
second and fastest heat. The program 
Was’ moving at a rapid pace as. the 
Experts lined’ up for the Semi. The 
second-chance event moved Dave Sehl, 
Dick Mann and Eddie Mulder into the 
National as they grabbed the first three 
spots. 

The AMA, still trying to play 
double-up and catch-up, moved directly

into the Junior-final. LeBlanc had the 
pole position for the start but had a 
problem getting his Triumph off the line 
and was in seventh place going into the 
first turn. Roberts shot off the line and 
into the lead and began stretching it 
out. David Rupe, Robert Ely, and Mike 
Collins swapped second, third, and 
fourth places for the 10 laps. 

By the ninth lap Rupe had moved 
into’ second place but was too- far 
behind Roberts to catch up. Roberts 
won with Rupe second, Ely third and 
Collins fourth. 

By the end of the Junior final the 
weather began to look a little better for 
the National. 

Mulder jumped into the lead with 
Seale second, Romero third, Aldana 
fourth and Rice fifth. A few laps later

Mulder was still in first while Romero 
moved into second and Seale dropped 
to third; Rice and Aldana were running 
fourth and fifth. 

At the half way point, Mulder was 
still holding first place but Romero was 
closing the gap. Aldana had moved into 
third with Rice riding the high outside 
trail in fourth. 

With five laps to go, Romero moved 
up on Mulder and took over the lead. 
Just a few bike lengths behind Mulder 
was Aldana. All three rode the inside 
fence while Rice, running fourth, still 
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chose the outside fence. Mann, Markel 
and Sehl were fighting for fifth place as 
Seale had dropped back to eighth. 

The checkered finally flew and 
Romero picked up his second National 
Championship of the year and some 
much needed points.

I have checked with Mr. Mike Vancil, 
Director of Sportsman Competition for 
AMA, and have found that it never was 
illegal to run two strokes in the 
Heavyweight Division, provided the 
piston displacement matched the class. 
Further, Mr. C.H. Wheat and his rider, 
Jeff Sexton, are currently in the District 
37 Scrambles point lead riding 400 and 
501cc Maicos. 

Mr. Wheat has presented the Dirt 
Diggers the interpretation of the rules as 
given by Mr. Vancil so that no hassles 
come about for the annual Hopetown 
Dirt Diggers event.

You fell into our trap! It is a well known fact 
that 2-strokes are not equipped with Over 
Head Valves. Because of this and the phrase 
“illegal by the rule book,” which was 
contained in the original statement, we direct 
your attention to the following quote taken 
from the 1971 District 37 Sports Committee 
Rulebook, Competition Rules Supplement, 
Page 6, Article 1, Section 11. “Heavyweight 
machines (sic) classes shall be: 251-350, 351 
OHV — 500 OHV (and up to 750cc SV), 501 
OHV and over (and 751cc SV and over).” As 
you can see, 2-strokes were just plain left out. 
The rule is an old one, written before the 
advent of the 2-stroke, and just never got 
changed. Since the oversight is unenforceable, 
a rule change is in the mill. By the way, ALL 
— not just scrambles — District 37 events are 
under the same rule; that means desert, 
enduros and motocross...P.W.

Concerning the happenings at 


Carlsbad on the weekend of September 
18 and 19; I was there. The problems I 


noted (long lines, not enough restrooms, 
dusty track in some spots, poor PA 
system, inexperienced flagmen at some 
corners, etc.) weren’t really problems, 
just nuisances.

The promoters did a 
fair job for an event of this size. 
Although it seems they could have been 
a little better prepared. This was the 
first really big one, so they have a good 
excuse. 

The real trouble is not in the 1001 
details the promoters must ring out, but 
in the behavior of the spectators. I don’t 
know what went on around the full 
length of the course, but I do know 
what went on by us near the mud 
chutes and water hole. 

First, few people there apparently 
wanted the whole thing to start because 
it took at least half an hour to get 
enough people off the course to start 
practice. The flagmen and the 
announcer yelled themselves blue in the 
face telling people to get back and stay 
off the track; that practice was about to 
start. Well, anyway, after numerous 
fence skirtings, jumpings, and 
crunchings, a couple of brave riders 
made it around for a lap and I guess 
people began to remember why they 
came. 

After this disregard for order and 
authority was flaunted, the destruction 
of the fences (in four places that I-could- 
see) began. I saw one flagman valiantly 
try to reestablish the boundary only to 
have it flattened moments later. Was the 
flagman trying to keep someone from 
having fun?

M.O.R.E. ON ACCIDENTS 

The Sept. 14 issue of Cycle News 
contained a letter from Jim Davis 
stating his experience with.an insurance 
company seven years following a 
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two-bike accident in the desert. I mailed 
the Cycle News article to the CHP 
requesting comment. Mr. Elmer A. 
Brown, Assistant Chief Division of 
Driver’s Licenses (P.O. Box 2431, 
Sacramento, 95811) has replied: 

“While Section 1806 of the Vehicle 
Code requires the Department to file all 
accident reports and abstracts of court 
records of conviction received, only 
major abstracts of conviction, such as 
drunk or reckless driving, etc., are 
reported for ten years. Accidents 
records and minor abstracts are not 
reported from driving records after 37 
months.” 

“Accidents which occur on private 
property are not reportable under 
requirements of the Security Following 
Accident Law. The case in point 
indicates that a law enforcement report 
was made because of the personal injury 
involved.” 

“If the bike rider will write to me, I 
will be glad to furnish a copy of his 
driving record showing all accident 
reports older than 37 months have been 
removed,” ; 

I would suggest that Mr. Davis, or 
anyone else who is interested, contact 
Mr. Brown at the above address. Of 
course, this in no way alters the true 
fact which Mr. Davis reported 
concerning the effect of an off-road 
crash on your insurance premium if the 
accident is reported.

ELKHORN, WISC., Oct. 3, 1971 — At 
10:00 a.m. Sunday morning the Turtle 
Park Motocross Track was a huge 
mudhole. Sporadic showers during the 
night became relentless rain at 
daybreak, and early-arriving spectators 
found themselves ankle-deep in mud. If 
the crowd had any collective expression, 
it was one of wonder or disbelief — 
“You mean they really race motorcycles 
in this stuff?” 

Regardless of the goop, motocrossers 
go fast. The practice laps soon gave the 
clay/mud some consistency as the riders 
sought the best, and direct, lines to 
build up good groove. Approaching 
noon the rain gradually diminished, and 
soon after bright sunshine brought the 
crowd out of hiding: 12,000 soggy feet 
and miles of smiles. 

The course was still slick and tricky 
as the National 250cc Support Class 
lined up for the first moto. With 60-plus 
entries, the Lightweights had to run two 
separate motos, followed by a 
consolation heat, then the final. 

Californians Tim Hart (Mai) and 
Doug Grant (AJS) continued the duel 





they started at Boise last week. Hart 
won that one, and the Grand Prix at 
Carlsbad the week before. The mud 
hardly itimidated Hart as he won the 
first moto in style with Grant second. 
The next moto went to Stephen Mobbs 


(Mai), followed by more California 
riders, Rob Norgaard (CZ) and 
DeWayne Jones (Yam), who had 


finished third at Boise. The consy was 
won by Mike Cram (Mai) with Dick 
Burleson‘a close second. 

As expected, the 250 final was a 
battle between Grant and Hart, and 
they did go at it. Norgaard and Rande 
Luitjens (Yam) were joined by Dick 
Burleson in pursuing the leaders. Tim 
and Doug exchanged the advantage 
several times, and it appeared that Hart 
would grab his third consecutive win. 
But the Ajay ace wasn’t having any of 
that this time as he pressured Hart into 
a brief mistake and motored by to win 
it. That made it a first and second for 
each of them, Grant’s victory in the 
final giving him the overall win. 

Many of the spectators were 
obviously first-timers at an international 
motocross, and while the lightweights 
had many of them shaking their heads, 











the International class had them 
open-mouthed and staring at one 
another to confirm what they had seen. 
What they saw, of course, was mostly 
Sylvain Geboers, Adolf Weil and Torleif 
Hansen going faster than anyone has a 
natural right. In the first moto Geboers 
sped away to an early, if not especially 
comfortable lead over Weil and Willi 
Bauer, the Maico movers. Husky’s 
Hansen and Pierre Karsmakers were 
having at it not far behind, in the 
company of Californians Bill Clements 
and -Mark Blackwell, also on 
Husqvarnas. 

Geboers was then hit with motor 
miseries; what looked like a certain first 
place became a thirteenth. Weil finished 
first, then Bauer, Blackwell and 
Clements. 

There was no resting places on the 
Elkhorn course; it is demanding 
regardless of surface conditions. 
Geboers had no intention of taking any 
breaks in the second moto as he 
displayed motocross riding at its finest 
won. Weil and Hansen were also riding

CERA Holds ‘Bear’ of an Enduro

LUCERNE VALLEY, CAL., Oct. 3, 
1971 — Most of the expert California 
enduro riders competed in what the 
California Enduro Rider’s Association 
claims as the World Championship 
200-mile enduro. It was quite an event. 
This is the CERA’s second annual 
Golden Bear and it was much better 
than the first in almost every respect. 

First, it was an honest 200 miles. 
Well...almost. It was supposed to be 
200.3 miles but a last minute course 
change lopped about four miles off the 
end, but it was still a lot closer than last 
year’s 160 miles. 

Although the world championship 
claim is somewhat fanciful (since only 
Southern California was represented) 
the CERA is definitely trying to make 
the event one of true championship 
caliber. In line with this, they included 
several “Special Tests” in this year’s 
contest, similar in principle to those 
included in the ISDT. First, the bikes 
were impounded overnight so that the

engines would be quite cold. Then the 
contestants were given one minute to 
start the bike and ride over a “‘deadline” 
about 60 yards away. This might not 
seem too difficult, but there were a 
surprisingly large number of riders who 
had difficulty meeting this requirement. 

There was a technical inspection 
prior to the impounding. Riders who 
failed the inspection were given a choice 
of not riding, fixing the problem or 
signing a release absolving the CERA ‘of

responsibility for retrieving them and 
their bikes. The inspection wasn’t very 
tough. One fellow who was missing a 
front brake entirely (just a big gaping 
hole in the hub), was passed on the 
grounds that his bike was otherwise 
sanitary and if he wanted to ride 
without a front brake, that was his 
business. Rejected were bikes with the 
expansion chamber loosely held in place 
with bailing wire, those with worn out 
chains, frayed cables, and such. Again,

it’s surprising the number of optimistic 
souls who planned to ride a tough 200 
mile event on what can most kindly be 
called junk. 

The most controversial of the special 
tests were three trials sections. These 
were very graciously provided by the 
Southern California Trials Association 
who both laid the traps and manned 
them, Each trap was to be ridden once 
and it was possible to lose up to five 
points per trap or a total of 15 points 
altogether. The checks are to be 
deducted from the rider’s score just as if 
he were late at a check. Thus the trials 
were a very important part of the event 
for those in the top spots who might be 
expected to lose in the neighborhood of 
15 points on time during the run. From 
a trials rider’s viewpoint the traps were 
so easy as to be regarded as trivial, but 
the enduro riders found them to be 
anything but! Most of the riders 
managed to get through the first two 
without too much problem but the 
third one produced a series of 
spectacular faux pas. 

One would have expected the big 
bikes, the Triumphs and Nortons, to 
have the worst time with the trials, but 
such didn’t prove to be the case. While 
they usually didn’t clean the sections,

they did manage to get through with a 
“3” or (in rare cases) a “1”. The riders 
who had the most trouble were ones on 
exotically tuned small bikes, 
particularly the small Kawasakis. 
Standard technique seemed to be: wind 
the engine to about eight grand, pop the 
clutch, wheelie over the first rock, at 
which point the engine would die and 
the bike would crash ungracefully into~ 
the rocks on the side. 

The pit crews really enjoyed the 
trials portion of the event and most of 
the riders seemed to thoroughly enjoy 
this new chllenge. One sure thing: if 
trials sections were included regularly in 
enduros, the level of riding ability of the 
average enduro rider would rise 
astronomically. 

The course itself was a good tough 
one. It was laid out in four loops of 
roughly 50 miles apiece and the 
difficulty increased with each 
succeeding loop. The first loop was easy 
with 24 and 36 mph schedules and 
plenty of road. The only rough part was 
a really loose hill on an old mining road 
which gave small bikes a rough time. 
There was a check right at the top, too. 

After a 17 minute gas stop came 
Loop 2 and some pound old desert trail. 
Whoop-de-doos and washboard, mile 
after mile. There were a couple tight 
sandwashes to relieve the monotony, 
but endurance was the key word. 

Ed Wight told us that Loop 3 was the 
nice one. Knowing that Ed is basically 
sadistic and only tells the truth about a 
course when he’s too tired to think up a 
plausible lie, we expected the worst. 
Surprise. It really was a very nice loop 
with some extraordinarily meat rock 
washes where you could bank the turns 
and jump off ledges and such. He had 
also managed to find an absolutely 
awesome downhill which fortunately 
looked much worse than it really was. 
There was a whole line of people 
walking their bikes down, which I didn’t 
really understand, especially in view of 
the fact that the trail just before had 
been fairly rough, sc they were bound

superbly and finished second and third. 
Blackwell was less fortunate and 
finished 19th. Brad Lackey, stylish as 
ever, finished seventh; Clements, 12th. 

Geboers was out to make up for his 
poor finish in the first round, and 
probably hoped strongly that the 
Germans would have their struggles in 
the final moto. At first it appeared the 
Americans and English would make it 
rough for everybody. John Banks (CZ) 
got a fine start and bested the field by 
over five seconds in the washboards 


_ back straightaway. Not far behind, lo 


and behold, were John DeSoto and Brad 
Lackey. Bradley looked strong and 
determined on the first lap, pushing 
DeSoto hard — perhaps too hard, as 
they both dumped and Lackey’s CZ 
suffered a flat tire. Shucks. 

Banks continued to move out 
smartly, but the rest of Europe was hard 
after him. He couldn’t sustain the 
rugged pace and the continent began 
overtaking him and many of his 
American friends as well. Banks finished 
12th after a ninth and a fifth in the first 
two motos. 

Now Geboers was flying, but so were 
Weil and Hansen. Gaston Rahier and 
Vlastimil Valek (CZ) were in the fight 
with Peter Lamppu, Mark Blackwell and 
Bill Clements. 

Geboers won the last circuit, but 
Weil was solidly in second spot and 
Hansen made third. Weil’s first and 
second in the preceding motos gave him 
the overall win, putting Geboers second, 
Hansen third. Mark Blackwell’s sixth 
made him first American and fourth 
overall.

to be running late and there was bound 
to be a check at the bottom, There was. 

Everybody figured loop 4 would be a 
piece of cake. Not only was it the end 
of a long and pretty rough run, but 
most of it was 30 mph schedule which 
usually means road. We should have 
known. Ed Wight’s sadistic nature 
wasn’t going to let off that easily. As 
soon as we started on the 30 mph 
section, we hit the deepest, loosest sand 
to be found this side of Palestine. And 
endless, it seemed. We zigged and zagged 
up and down the dunes with the motor 
screaming at 7000 rpm and the rear 
wheel digging a foot-deep groove that 
just filled in as bike moved forward. 
Finally we got to a ridge we had to 
climb in the same soft stuff, and then it 
was push time. I was cursing Ed Wight 
for always making big bike course until 
I noticed a guy on a Triumph was 
pushing too. I suppose eventually 
everyone got over but it looked pretty 
doubtful for awhile. 

There was quite an assemblage of 
experts riding the enduro this week and 
most of them enjoyed it. Dave Ekins, 
who seemingly did quite well, 
commented that it seemed much better 
organized than most that he had ridden 
recently. His riding mate, Tom Patton, 
Bultaco honcho, was also enjoying it 
until he broke up the rear wheel of his 
scooter. 

There were a few people who were 
unhappy. Bob Steffan raised a solo 
voice in protest against the trials. ‘“You 
work hard all day trying not to lose 
points and then have to ride something 
like that,” he said in disgust. “My bike 
(a Harley Sprint) wouldn’t even fit 
through those rocks.” But other than 
that he liked it. Ed Farrel didn’t like 
anything about it. “If this was a District 
run, it’d be thrown out for about six 
different reasons. All the times and 
mileages are off.’’ He didn’t have much 
support among his fellow District 37 
Experts, however. It seems likely that 
one check might have been off and have 
to be disallowed, but that’s not bad in a 
200 mile event. It’s possible that Ed 
might have been just a bit miffed 
because he missed a check and had to go 
back a couple miles to get it, too. 

All in all, it looks like the CERA is 
going to be a real force on the California 
enduro scene. After their first couple 
runs, which could serve as horrible 
examples, they’ve shaped up quite well, 
and if I can take exception to Ed 
Farrell’s opinion, their run was a better 
one than many of the District runs last 
season. Everything went off like 





clockwork, there were no bottlenecks, 
not impossible spots, and yet it was 
tough enough to leave most anybody 
ready for a

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NICHOLAS PULLS OUT 11TH ASCOT WIN

GARDENA, CAL., Oct. 1, 1971 — Jody 
Nicholas and his Allison Norton, after 
being turned back in the two previous 
half miles, one regular season and the 
other the National, put it all together 
once again to rack up his 11th feature 
win of the year. 

Jody did not, however, have an easy 
time of it, even though is competition 
from the National was absent, heading 
for Oklahoma City. 

The Norton ace barely topped BSA 
speedster Lloyd Houchins for top time 
trial honors, by two ticks of the clock 
to be exact. Then fellow Norton rider 
Mel Lacher pushed and pushed hard in 
the héat race but was edged for the win 
in a close contest. 

The Dash was nearly a major upset as 
Oregon’s Mark Williams and the Love 
Bros.’ Triumph nearly turned the trick 
on the Californians. Williams, the fourth 
fastest qualifier who seldom invades the 
Ascot oval, led most of the way only to 
wiggle the rear wheel on the final half 
lap, trying a bit too hard to become one 
of the few out-of-staters to win at 
Ascot. Jody took the win with Williams 
an impressive second, Lacher third and 
Houchins, fourth. 

Then Williams decided to try for the 
really big one. He led the 15-lap final 
the first four laps before again getting in 
trouble and allowing Nicholas to take 
over. But the race was far from finished 
and no shoe-in for Nicholas. 

Houchins, off to a slow start, worked 
his way to third and then passed 
Williams for second on lap seven only to 
have his primary chain break as he was 
bidding for the lead. The chain break 
stopped the machine in full flight, 
pitching Lloyd onto the track, coming 
off the No. 4 corner. Fortunately, all 
the rest of the riders missed and he 
walked away. 

The last. five laps found Williams 
again closing as was Lacher from third. 
Mark: tried for the lead, and the win, 
coming out of the final turn but 
Nicholas held on. Williams was again 
second with Lacher third and semi 
winner, DeWayne Keeter, in fourth. 
Denny “Kamikaze” Kanegae won his 


heat in the Junior class and then came 
back to battle point leader Ron Moore 
all the way in the final. The lead 
changed several times but Denny and 
the Don Dobbins Triumph finally had 
their first Main Event win of the year. 
Kanegae earlier this year was the same 
rider that upset Gary Scott, stopping a 
near record win streak for the rider that 
is still on the sidelines with an injury. 
Moore is still looking for his first big 
one of the year at Ascot but will have 
only one more chance under the lights 
to try for it. 

The Junior final was stopped at the 
end of two laps when Tim Wolf crashed 
and was hit by his own machine. Jim 
Mezzler also went down, trying to miss 
Wolf. Tim was hospitalized but Messler 
walked away. 

Novice Scott Brelsford and his A&A 
Yamaha broke a many year Novice win 
streak as the younger half of the 
Brelsford Brothers racing team chalked 
up his 17th and 18th wins on the Ascot 
half mile. This is a new record and the 
longest win streak by a Novice on a 
lightweight since the Novices switched 
to the 250’s at the end of the 1961 
season.

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Rear chain maintenance has always 
been a matter of personal likes or 
dislikes; some riders always took care of 
their chains and some didn’t. Those who 
didn’t still got quite a few miles on 
them before they found that it only 
takes one weak link for a _ non-go 
motorcycle. This was usually 


accompanied by the inconvenience of 
having to repair it on the spot which 
meant that the rider wound up with his 
hands full of the dirt and grime that 
accompanies a chain (he rapidly finds 
that it next to impossible to remove) 
and a little time lost, but that was about 
all. 

Now we have entered the age of the 
super-bike and things have changed. If 
the rider doesn’t take care of his chain 
now, it could mean a set of new engine 
cases and much, much labor charge. For 
this reason, if a rider hasn’t been taking 
care of his drive chain, he had better 
start right away or he is going to be in 
some big trouble. 7 

While many super bikes are equipped 
with automatic chain oilers, you must 
keep in mind that these use engine or 
transmission oil to do the lubricating 
job. I am not saying that the engine oil 
that you are using has no lubricating 
qualities; just that the chain flings it off 
as quick as the oiler desposits it. (If you 
don’t believe me, check your rear tire, 
your rear fender and the back of your 
favorite riding jacket.) One should 
always lubricate the chain with one of 
the commerical chain lubricants as 
shown in photo above. These specially 
prepared lubricants have a coagulant in 


them that causes the oil to ‘set up’ and 
cling to the chain and also to work its 
way into the rollers and stay there. This 
is very important for the life of the 
chain, but even these prepared chain oils 
must have a little time to set up, so 
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instead of putting them on just before 
you go riding, try to put them on the 
night before and spin the wheel by hand 
for a while to work them in good and 
then let it set over night to set up. 

The old limey manuals used to tell 
you to remove the chain and boil it in 
grease (after cleaning it first in paraffin, 
to us paraffin was wax, but to them I 
guess it is something like kerosene) and 
then hang it up to drain and cool before 
reinstalling on the machine. One thing 
they forgot to tell you in many of these 
books was how to boil the grease 
without creating a nice little fire. Don’t 
knock the idea. If you want to go to the 
trouble, it will increase the life of your 
chain multifold. If you do decide that 
you want to do it this way, go to your 
local department sore (even some of the 
chain grocery stores have them) and get 
a double-broiler with the top pot big 
enough to hold your chain. The cost is 
only a few dollars. 

Fill the top with your chain and some 
good heavy grease and the bottom with 





water. Now by heating it over the stove 
you can melt the grease so it will soak 
into the chain rollers without fear of 
fire. After it has boiled and soaked into 
the chain real well, let it cool just a little 
and then hang the chain up to drain, 
preferably overnight. 

Many times a rider is rather reluctant 
to remove his chain because it is an 


almost impossible task to thread it back - 


around the countershaft sprocket. This 
job can be made simple by saving your 
old chains (or pick up an old one at 
your dealers) and using it as a tool to 
remove and install the new chain. To 
use it, take the master link spring clip 
and the locking side plate off your 
master link. Remove one end of your 
chain from the master link and hook the 
old chain to it as shown in Photo No. 2. 
Pull off the good chain while feeding in 
the old chain as shown in the third 
photo. Just keep pulling until you come 
to the master link, then remove your 
good chain and leave the old one on the 
machine. When you have cleaned and 
lubricated your good chain, hook it to 
the old one with the master link and 
pull it back through and hook it up 
(make sure the spring clip is facing the 
right way) and you are ready to roll 
again with your chain in good, shape. 
Chain maintenance is a constant thing. 
The chain picks up all the grit and grime 
from the road and no matter how well 
you have it oiled, it is not waterproof. 
For some reason, rain has the ability to 
wash off the most stubborn of chain 
lubes so if you have to ride in the rain, 
get to your chain as soon as possible 
afterwards.

national win and the French-Canadian, 


Prepare and beware, the troops are 
heading for California for the seventh 
and final National AMA road race of the 
year. The big daddy comes around for 
the first time but has a total purse plus 
contingency money of more than 
$100,000. 

Prepare to see the factory team riders 
do battle for the last time this season 
and beware of all of the seasoned 
European riders that are heading West 
for that Yankee gold. 

Six times this year the money and 
points have been at stake. Three of the 
six pavement events have been decided 
on the last lap, or the last turn. Now it 
is Ontario Motor Speedway’s turn to try 
the 165 mph finely tuned two, three 
and four cylinder specials on the 3.2 
mile, 19-turn course that has yet to be 
touched by anthing but four wheels in 
actual racing. 

Two of the oldest riders in full time 
competition lead the parade that started 
last March on the banks of Daytona 
Speedway. Dick Mann, who switched 
from a Japanese machine last year to a 
British job this year, and Australian Kel 
Carruthers, who has ridden everything 
but a British rig, lead the list. 

Mann set a new 200 mile record, 
winning Daytona for the second straight 
year, riding a BSA Rocket three, 
Carruthers finished 10th. 

Then it. was onto Road-Atlanta in 
Georgia for the first time and Carruthers 
zipped around the course with ease to 
win, becoming the first foreign rider to 
ever win a National. He did it aboard his 
own version of a Yamaha 350 twin. 
Mann was second and the rest were 
nowhere in sight. 

Atlanta was to be the last of the 
comfortable win margins for quite 
sometime as the next three in a row, all 
100 mile events, were to be the closest 
national road races ever. 

The road races that took on dirt 
track type finishes started at 
Loudon/Laconia, New Hampshire. 
Carruthers and Mann were way out in 
front, having a pleasant Sunday 
afternoon dice between them in the 
mountains of New Hampshire with 
everything under control and not really 
taxing their machines, or each other. 

Then Mark Brelsford found that his 
new Harley would indeed run more than 
just a few laps without breaking and 
decided to give the two old timers a go 
in the final few laps. He got going so 
fast he passed both Mann and 
Carruthers on the last lap and last turn 
to win the whole affair — showing little 
respect for his elders. 

This was to be the first and last time 
a Harley would see the winner’s circle, 
or get anywhere near it in road racing, 
the rest of the way. 

The old timers decided they would 
not fool around with the kids at Seattle 
International Raceway in Washington, 
which was the next stop on the road to 
Ontario. It was a two rider duel from 
start to finish. Mann did not let 
Carruthers set the pace this time and led 
all the way for one of the few times in 
his career that dates back to hand 
shifters and foot clutches, cardboard 
helmets and knee high lace boots. He 
tore the Aussie up and won his second 
national road race with Kel getting his 
second straight look at a winner’s 
exhaust pipe. 

Next came another first time event 
called Pocono International, located 
somewhere between Philadelphia and 
the Atlantic ocean. Mann won again and 
again it was won in the closing laps. 
Again Carruthers was second and for the 
first time the salty gentlemen of paved 
speed had company. It was Canadian 
Yvon DuHamel on his Kawasaki three. 

DuHamel is not a new name to 
American road racing, in fact he had 
been to every national road race this 
year but when the crew was not 
forgetting to take the covers off the 
carburetors on the starting line, Yvon 
was forgetting where the corners were. 

Kawasaki, the nation’s leader in 
contingency money, was thinking of 
posting additional cash to DuHamel if 
he could just finish without crashing. 
But then a fourth place at Seattle 
restored faith and the Canadian came in 
for a well deserved third at Pocono — 
after running over one of his pit men 
during a gas stop. 

The sixth and most recent road race 
was the fast and treacherous Talladega. 
DuHamel, who finished 19th there a 
year ago, put it all together to win and 
destroy the 200 mile record. After four 
years of trying Kawasaki had their first 


who doubles in snowmobiles in the 
winter, became the fourth rider to win a 
national road race this year. 

Mann was second and everybody 
continues to ask, ““Won’t that BSA ever 
break?” It appears that the answer is no 
as Dick has compiled the greatest high 
finish average in road racing history. 
How can one argue with three firsts, 
two seconds and a third in six times to 
the line!! 

The long pull and many laps of 
chasing Mann, Brelsford and DuHamel 
had taken a tiring toll of Carruthers by 
the time he got to Talladega. His wife 
was now serving in the pit crew and 
flashing signals to her famous husband. 
She gave him acome-in-for-gas signal 
early in the race. And then like so many 
women, she changed her mind. But Kel, 
being the obedient husband, zoomed 
into the pits, only to be told to forget 
the whole thing and get back out there 
and catch those bloody blokes. He 
finished 12th, the furthest down the list 
of his entire American two year career. 
AMA rules do not allow violence in the 
pits, especially between husband and 
wife. 

Next is Ontario and over 100 grand, 
plus one hundred bucks per lap to the 
lap leader on each of the 78 rounds. 
Also at stake is the Grand National title 
and who will carry the number one 
plate next year...unless somebody 
changes the number system again. 

Ontario will have another first. When 
the race is half over everybody will stop 
for forty-five minutes and change 
everything but their underwear if they 
don’t run out of time. 

It might be the answer for the longer 
road races over 100 miles. At least it’s 
worth a try and try they will with well 
over 100 riders expected to show up to 
help or hinder Dick Mann, Gene 
Romero and Jim Rice decide who will 
be top gun for 1971. 

The next twist to road racing may be 
what has been lacking for so long. 


_ Daytona has generally been a great race 


for the first one hundred miles. Then 
the gas stops fouled up the riders, 
officials and fans. Ontario will feature a 
“Halftime” just like all professional 
football and basketball games. 

The $25-million layout will also 
feature road races for Novices and 
Juniors, plus a combined lightweight 
road race for Experts and Juniors and a 
motocross for the pros on a new dirt 
course that is being built in the green 
infield. 

If you don’t like what you are seeing 
on Friday, Saturday or Sunday you can 
always step up to one or both of the air 
conditioned bars that will be going full 
blast from the 13th through the 17th. 
After the sun goes down on each of the 
day’s events a Rock band plus a radio 
show, ala Daytona style, will take over 
— just in case you are still thirsty. 

If you can make it to the parking lot 
after all of the racing and indoor 
festivities, you will find a motorcycle 
show, with all the new ‘72 models 
featured inside a new portable facility.

Utah H&H to Gerber

CEDAR FORT, UTAH, Sept. 19, 1971 
— Breakdowns seemed more frequent 
than usual, as Utah riders took on the 
Desert Striders 80-mile Hare andHound, 
the first well-attended desert race here 
since early summer. 

Loop one was mostly wide open 
desert, with invisible gullies that had to 
be jumped, and some big ones that 
swallowed a lot of riders that were able 
to stop time — in time to be right at the 
bottom in fourth gear. 

The one bad and unfair spot was a 
cement culvert under a railroad track, 
with an unridable chasm just beyond. 
Two boards were provided for -the 
crossing...both too short. Every third 
rider or so would knock down the 
bridge, and it was a stand-in-line affair, 
only the line was inside that culvert, 
complete with a dozen rapping 
expansion chambers. 

Most Utah riders haven’t got the 
word yet about the cause-effect 
relationship of noise and land closures, 
but an exception is Ben Cheatwood, 
who rode a muffled Honda to second 
place in the 100 class. 

The overall victory went easily to 
Preston Gerber, who has won every 
desert race he’s entered this season, 
except the Cherry Creek Hare and 
Hound, where he lost the lead in the last
